explained the speaker. 
''Robinson 


reveals his playful moods in orig- 
inal aspects of philosophy and he 
brings out the inner character of 
Incidents."

Ccstre 
emphasized 
that 


Robinson's humor could be sad but 
was not that of. a pessimist and 
that his writing at all times was 
gruld"d by a strdnpr sense, of - the 
spiritual. lie compared his works to 
Carljlc's fiery outbursts of sarcasm 
and then illustrated points in com- 
mon he had with Browning-. 


"Robinson in an excellent mana- 


ger of side shows of the world's 
fair" was 
the chsiraciorlzlnff 
ex- 


pression which 
the 
speaker em- 


ployed. "The author does sharpen 
his pen when he is coaded to sever- 
ity hy hypocrisy of the liitle woman 
who giggles, then froes to church, 
makes pretty lltlle penitential pray- 
ers and then returns complacently 
to her sewing," said Dr. Cestre. 


Dr. Cestre stated that there was 


no resemblance between the humor 
of Mark Twain and Artemus "Ward 
in their attempt to turn tho world 
upside down or to turn man inside 
out with rollicking laughter and 
that of Robinson. 


Dr. Cestre recited parts of poetry 


on Napoleon in his downfall and 
imprisonment at Si. Helena and 
then showed that the author even 
then blended mirth with the es- 
sence of his themes.

"WHAT PRICE LIFE?" 


Life is "dirt cheap" In Chicago. 
It is worth less than gold and silver and "hootch" 


and the privilege of getting out on a smooth road in 
a high-powered automobile and driving along at 
breakneck speed. 


After the "killers" add the careless automobile 


drivers had written "finis" to tho record of Sunday, 
ten people were dead. 
Three people were killed in 


automobile accidents. Tho 
professional 
gangsters, 


'with their ever-ready guns and dirks and blackjacks 
accounted for. the remainder. 
Between the automo- 


bile and tho criminal, life has become the cheapest 
commodity In the second greatest city of the United 
States. 


The Sunday toll of three lives in automobile ac- 


cidents brought tho death list in the Windy City up to 
750 for the year. 
That Is the greatest number of 


deaths resulting from the 
automobile in a single 


year in the Windy City. It is far above the record of 
1924. which was the next highest mark. In no country 
In tho world except this land of ours could nearly a 
thousand lives be snuffed out without arousing public 
sentiment. 
Few of us (jive thought to it, however.. 


We road the figures and somehow they simply do nut 
register. 
The frightful 
economic loss 
which they 


represent is of no consequence. The tragedy and suf- 
fering and misery which they signify fail to touch our 
hearts. The reason N that life is cheap—"dirt cheap." 
We have giown openly contemptuous of it. 
That, 


which since the dawn of civilization, has been most 
precious and sacrfd, has within tho list ten years 
suddenly grown worthless in our eyes. 


There is no other explanation for _the com- 


placency which marks the weekly toll of automobiles 
in this country. 
^ 


This is not the season of the year when thousands 


of automobiles might be expected to take to the high- 
ways. And yet in tho 7-day period which closed yes- 
terday, 121 people died in America as a result of 
automobile accidents. There may have been a few 
Instances where- these fatalities could not have been 
avoided. 
But In the great majority of cases caution 


and common sense would have prevented the loss of 
human lite. The unbridled impulse to speed, 
the 


wanton failure to follow the prudent course when 
danger presents itself, indifference to consequences— 
these are the factors -which are defeating tho efforts 
/of safety officials to reduce the death toll in Am- 
Airlcn. 


It is a situation which ivlll only be improved when 


the people make up their minds to correct it. There 
will be no diminution In automobile fatalities until 
n higher value Is placed upon human life. 


TCosponslbtlty cannot be shfted to those entrusted 


with tho enforcement of law. They are doing- every- 
thing within their jxwcr to counsel safe and sane 
driving today. They havve strengthened and improved 
traffic regulations until anything like a wholesome 
observance of the la\r Would result in a large de- 
crease In the death lists. Fully a third of the time of 
the police officers In the larger cities of this counttry 
Is given over to rcgulatlnpr traffic. Every city has Its 
campagn to promote MLfety. The fact that we are not 
setting anyplace in our efforts to protect human life 
Is duo to our own contemptuous attitude toward it. 


In Chicago in 1023 nearly 2,000 lives will be sac- 


rificed. Half of this number will represent the cost of 
careless, negligent automobile driving. 
Xcarly an 


equal number of deaths will result from murders. It 
is such a shockingly bloody page that it seems in- 
credible that America has not been sobered in con- 
templation of it. But she has not for automobile ac- 
cidents continue to 
increase while the gunman is 


exacting a heavier toll than he has ever taken. The 
answer rests in our own hands. 


HUNTING TROUBLE AND FINDING IT. v 


If a man of ordinary intelligence and judgment 


were out for a ramble through fields and words, and 
he should come to a sign reading: "Dangerous bull in 
this pasture." he would be inclined to stay out of that 
particular enclosure. If he went in and pot chased by 
tho animal, and perhaps tossed 
over the fence, 
he 


would have nobody to blame but himself.e 


Americans who persist in traveling through China 


under conditions now existing there are 
courting 


trouble. Brigands wait In the Interior to attack and 
rob foreigners, or 
capture them and hold them for 


ransom. Factional armies, which constitute a form of 
banditry on a large scale, are fighting with cach'othor 
because their respective.leaders want the privilege of 
exploiting and preying upon the native population as 
well as outsiders. The so-called "government" at Po- 
king is absolutely powerless to control the situation. 
Bands of Chinese students are agitating for the re- 
moval of restrictions placed upon their nation by for- 
eign governments, and demanding that special con- 
cessions to Americans, Europeans, and Japanese in- 
terests be revoked. 


It would seem, therefore, that any white person 


who deliberately Ptirts out on a 
Journey through 


China in face of such clrcumstanccsjs inviting attack 
from an infuriated bull. 
Americans who show such 


foolhardiness should be 
given to understand that 


when they undertake a trip of that kind they do so 
entirely at their own risk and must abide the conse- 
quences. 


A report conies from Peking that protests have 


been filed by representatives of foreign powers to the 
government there because a train carrying three doz- 
ens Americans, British subjects, and league of nations 
representatives was fired upon by one of the contend- 
ing armies during a 
battle for the possession of 


Yanglsun. 


What in the world did these people expect when 


they insisted upon going Into a -zone where armed 
troops were operating against each other? Did they 
nuppose that tho soldiers on each side would cease 
firing, present arms, 
and salute the 
train as it 


passed? 


A very plausible explanation has been given to the 


effect that the troops of General Feng who were at- 
tacking Tangstun at the time, thought the train was 
bringing up reinforcements for their enemies, jtnd 
naturally turned their artillery firo upon it. Another 
version Is that the train grot between the two armies 
and was struck by shells which they were shooting 
at each other. 


Whatever the actual facts may he. it is quite plain 


that no material satisfaction can be had by protest- 
ing: to Peking. Little do the rival generals care what 
the "(tovernment" may say or do. They arc not taking 
ordars from Peking, nor even nsklng its advice. The 
"authorlttea" there ore without power to enforce any 
4<cr«». No m*tttr how sympathetic they m*jr (M! to 


regard to mistreatment of foreigners, they can do 
nothing, to stop It. 


Some years ago, when Mexico was in throes of 


civil war, there were Americans and Europeans -who 
recklessly went into the zone of armed strife and 
bandit 
operations. 
Some of them 
were 
roughly 


handled, and a few lost their lives.. A number of 
our fault-finding statesmen vociferously 
demanded 


that our government declare war on 
Mexico 
be- 


cause of these things. Even a candidate for presi- 
dent of the United States criticised the government at 
Washington for its policy o£ "watchful waiting." 
which proved in the end to be the policy of sound 
wisdom. If we had gone to war with "Mexico, 
we 


could not have done our part In the world war; and 
at the same time we should have gained the enmity 
of all the Central American and South American re- 
publics. 


The United States government cannot afford to 


be wasting its time on diplomatic protests about what 
may happen to Americans abroad who rush In where 
angels would fear to tread. Citizens of this country 
should 'understand that some degree of common 
sense is expected of them when they are sojourning 
in other lands. 


COVERING TOO MUCH GROUND. 


If the tax rcductlton program encounters unex- 


pected delays and falls to pass congress in time to 
become effective next March, the republican leaders 
at Washington, will have no one to blame but them- 
selves. They have tried to cover too much ground. 


Opposition of republicans, who generally 
have 


been regular in their voting, cropped out in the house 
the first week congress was in session. An illustra- 
tion of this is found in the fight which Congressman 
Simmons is making against the inheritance tax provi- 
sion of the revenue bill. In the main the 
Sixth dis- 


trict representative in this state has been to sympathy 
with the measure framed by the house, committee. 
The effort of eastern anterests to tack on a provision 
which was greatly to the advantage of that section of 
the country arounsed his ire. however, and resulted in 
a determined effort on his part to defeat its approval. 


A similar situation is found with reference to the 


surtax schedules which have been arranged by tho 
revenue committee. 


Few of the members of congress were opposed to 


a reduction in these taxes. The only possible source 
of serious 
difference was on the 
question of 
the 


amount ot reduction. Here again the alignment is 
largely sectional. The cast feels that it has a pre- 
dominant interest in securing the largest possible re- 
duction. It is but perfectly natural since the largest 
industrial concerns, and the greatest financial estab- 
lishments are located there. They are more 
vitally 


concerned in the matter of surtaxes. 


The suggestion has been put forward that many of 


the figures have been established for trading pur- 
poses. That is a practice which has been common in 
legislative circles for many years but it is very un- 
satisfactory. In tliis particular instance it is likely to 
result in very considerable delay when expeditious 
action is necessary if the tax program is to be of any 
benefit during the coming year. The east will serve 
itself and the country best if it withdraws its spon- 
sorship of the inheritance tax provision and recon- 
ciles itself to a smaller 
reduction in the surtaxes. 


These are the questions which will result in the great- 
est delay and which may defeat the bill in its pres- 
ent form. 


THE BUSINESS OF ATHLETICS. 


In the lull that comes between collegiate and high 


school football and basketball, America has time to 
catch her breath and to take an inventory of the re- 
markable growth of athletics in the educational insti- 
tutions of the country. 


As it is played today, football has become a great 


business. 


That does not mean that the sport has become 


commercialized. It docs not cast any reflection of any 
sort upon the gridiron pastime. As a matter of fact 
there was never a time since the pigskin sport became 
popular that there was more rigid adherence to the 
principles of good sportsmanship than there is today. 
Professionalism is frowned upon. The colleges and 
high schools adopt the most rigid methods of putting 
the game upon a clean and wholesome basis. Scholar- 
ship is rigidly enforced. The 
nefarious old training 


table has been abolished. The practice of reaching out 
for particularly promising material through the main- 
tenance of a "slush fund" is under ban. 


But these circumstances do not mean that college 


and high school football have not become factors in 
the business structure of this country. In a third of 
the universities and colleges, costly stadiums have 
been built. Many of tho high schools have constructed 
their athletic plant at a large expense. That means 
athletics must be placed upon a 
business basis in 


order to pay for itself. They are doing tills most sat- 
isfactorily. 
Over a million people paid a staggering 


sum of money to see the games participated in by tho 
members of the Big Ten conference. No definite fig- 
ures arc available for the Missouri Valley conferenca 
but from the evidence now on hand it seems likely 
that nearly an equal number in this section of 
the 


country attended the football games. In the ca-st and 
upon the Pacific coast the attendance figures were 
even larger. Add to this the hundreds of thousands 
at high school football games and it is very easy to 
see the tremendous sums which have been handled 
by the athletic organizations. 


CARICATURING NOTABLES. 


The dinner given by the Gridiron club of Wash- 


ington, D. C., Saturday night is distinctly an Ameri- 
can Institution. Every year it breaks forth In fun and 
song at the expense of the highest dignitaries of the 
national capitol. 


The visitor from abroad may experience a chill 


rhen he witnesses the most prominent of American 
statesmen held up to public amusement. He has not 
been accustomed to it. Across the water in 
Europe 


and in most other lands, the high governmental of- 
ficials are immune from ironical and sarcastic treat- 
ment either in the press or at public gatherings. 
They may be soundly criticised but it is rare, indeed, 
when someone attempts to poke fun at them. 


It is rather a significant fact that^the best-liked 


men in public life in this country have seemingly en- 
joyed the liberties which the press representatives at 
Washington have taken. Ex-President Taft laughed 
lieartll> when he was jabbed. Theodore Roosevelt and 
Woodrow Wilson made it an invariable rule never to 


»3 the gridiron dinner and seemingly got a lot of 


pleasure out of it although they were roughly handled. 
There is something humanizing- about it; something 
v> hich seems to bring- public officials closer to tha 
people. In that particular the caricaturing of dignitar- 
ies can be ^ory strongly defended. -

Diet-dHealth 1

SHINGLES (HERPES ZOSTER) 


Several of the followers have shingles on their chests. One is worried 


because she has heard that if they come on both sides of, the chest and 
n^eet in the front, death will result. 


There is no foundation at all for this superstition. In tho first place, 


shingles very rarely appear on both sides ot" the body and even if they 
should, and meet, this does not mean anything except that the disease 
if a littl-e more extensive than usual. Of course, in old iieople those 
greatly under par In health, the disease may gro on. to ulceratlon and pro- 
duce complications which might be serious. 


Definition: Shingles is defined In one of my textbooks on skin trou- 


bles, as "an acute, inflammatory, self-limited disease, characterized by 
the appearance of, several groups of vesicles (small blisters) on slightly 
elevated and Inflamed areas of unilateral distribution (on one side) and 
corresponding In the distribution of the nerve trunk." (By a self-limited 
disease is meant one which tends to recover within a certain period 
whether treatment is given or not) There may be some pain and Itching. 


New patches may come out for several days, but in most cases most 


of them are out within two days, and in five to ten days they reach 
their full development and then begin to subside. At the end of one or 
two weeks the blisters dry to thin, brownish crusts which in several days 
drop off leaving red spots which gradually fade. 
Sites. Shingles may appear on any part of the body following: the 


course of the main skin nerves. They most often appear on the chest, 
in the lumbar region ("small of Ihe back") and above the eyes. 


Causes. It is not known what the cause of shingles is, but the belief 


is grolving among- skin specialists that it is due to some sort of an 
infection similar to chicken pox. It has been found that it is often as- 
sociated with pyorrhea and teeth abscesses and bad tonsils, so it looks 
as though some cases are due to poison absorbed from disease elsewhere 
In the body. 
However, we have to always hold this thought in mind: usually be- 


fore an infection can take place, there is something that has made the 
tissues lose their fighting power against Rernis and you have got to 
determine what this factor is and remedy it. "We know that the nerves, 
and, of course, all of the tissues of the body are profoundly affected by 
diets, that are wrong, especially diets that are lacking- in the elements 
which go to build up the tissues and keep them in workln order. 


"While a great deal is written on the need of gettins the vitamins 


and mineral elements from liberal amounts of f-esh fruits and vegetables 
and milk, there are still far too many people who believe that this diet 
business Is a fad and pay no attention to it. Now It is not a fad. \V e 
have absolute evidence that wrong diets can cause more sorts of ill health 
than any trouble must be taken into accopnt. 
External Treatment. (Physicians may advise some medication intern- 


ally, but medication should" never be taken internally except under the 
supervision of a physician) The object of the external treatment is most- 
ly to protect the parts so that the little blebs won't rupture. A arious 
remedies are advised. Most cases aie helped by dusting powders made of 
equal parts of zinc oxide, boric acid and talcum powder. This is heavily 
sprinkled on the part, and a layer of cotton thoroughly impregnated 
with the same powder and covered with gauze is strapped on with 
trips of adhesive tape. This is to *be changed daily. 
In other cases, ointments such as zinc oxide, are applied. This dress- 


ing also has to be changed daily. Still another treatment advised is 
painting the parts with flexible collodion, and stHl another is the ap- 
plication of pure itchthyol and water, half and half.
